1) On our vision for discipleship & education... 

As you know, one of our "core values" here at Faith 
Community is to be a "Bible-centered" church. I suspect 
that a "life-long Lutheran" visiting our church for the 
first time, might notice the Biblical emphasis here 
as worshipers turn to their Bibles for the lessons and 
sermons. I forwarded an article to fclcnews@fclc.org from 
Luther Seminary recently that they have begun using 
bibles rather than bulletin inserts in their chapel services 
now. 

Additionally, if you check out our church website, and click 
on "Small Groups" from our Main Menu, you'll notice over 
25 opportunities for Bible study EACH WEEK. If someone 
were to ask me the "secret" of FCLC's vitality & growth, I'd 
be very tempted to say that this Biblical emphasis is a big 
part of our story. Would you agree? After all, Simon Peter's 



proclamation is our proclamation as well, "You have the words 
of eternal life!" Please prayerfully consider joining a Bible 
study this fall! 

2) On our vision for worship... 

It's been a strong summer and our average weekly attendance 
continues to be over 500 and up over last year. Many thanks 
to our worship teams for serving so generously! Once again, it 
seemed to work well for each of our teams to carry over their 
music from month-to-month, and it also seemed to work well 
to have the same liturgy for both Sunday services-which was 
easier for laying out our bulletins. I'm particularly pleased with 
how well our "blended worship" is going. For example, this 
past Sunday, I'd be tempted to say that "The King of Love My 
Shepherd Is" was one of the strongest songs of the morning — 
yet moments later as we ended the service with "Will the Circle 
Be Unbroken," some were moved to clap along with the song. 
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Psalm 105:4 says, "...praise Him with tambourine and 
dancing, praise Him with the string and flute, praise Him with 
the clash of cymbals.. .Let everything that has breath praise 
the Lord." Indeed, out of the corner of my eye recently I 
spotted a little girl "dancing" in the front row as we sang 
our closing song. What marvelous illustration of the joy of 
worship! 

We realize that you'll probably find some songs more 
meaningful than others, but hopefully each worship service 
has a little something for everyone. Sometimes a song may 
not inspire us personally that much, but if it touches the heart 
of our neighbor, then heaven rejoices! Just as our church 
has been blessed with all kinds of new growth, so too, our 
worship and music repertoire is growing! Interestingly, we're 
noticing that with the growing popularity of Christian radio 
(see our bulletin!), many of you are familiar with our new 
songs before we've even introduced them! 

3) On our Saturday service... 

We continue to average about 70-100 at our worship on 
Saturday evenings and we thank you for remembering this 
worship option as best fits your schedules. We anticipate 
that as we grow, we may eventually need to staff the nursery, 
but, in the meantime, we plan to simply have the nursery 
open and available for any families that might have need. 
When possible, we may invite some of our youth attending 
on Saturdays to be ready to offer assistance in the nursery 
if we see a possible opportunity. 

4) On our stewardship... Can you help? Although offerings 
have been 87% of budget (which is fairly normal for August), 
nevertheless, we have an ambitious goal of trying to pay off 
our new education expansion by the end of this year (which 
is when our 3-year pledges end). Please prayerfully consider 
a response in proportion to how you've been blessed. As a 
church, God has shown us so many times that "Whoever 
sows sparingly will also reap sparingly, and whoever sows 
generously will also reap generously. " 

5) On our worship prayers in worship... 

Thanks for your "eager" prayers! I know that there is 
nothing wrong with praying silently, but a special word of 



encouragement to all of you — especially our staff, council, 
ministry committees and Sunday School teachers — please 
remember to faithfully lift up your ministries and concerns as 
a part of our worship services. It may very well be that our 
prayer time says more about us as a congregation than our 
music, or our preaching, or our teaching, so let's let our light 
shine! 

6) On our new Parish Associate position... 

After many months of meetings and study and discussion, we 
are excited to announce that Ed Broestl has been selected 
to serve as our new Parish Associate. We were pleasantly 
surprised to have over 12 applicants for this position and 
because of the fine quality of the resumes, we found the 
selection process to be quite a challenge — particularly in 
the final stages. But what a blessing to have so many fine 
candidates interested in serving here at FCLC! The main 
thrust of this new position is supervision and support of staff 
and council ministries — particularly support of Outreach, 
Stewardship and Property. If you see me smiling a lot, it's 
because I'm eager to go back to doing more work as a 

pastor and less work as a manager... alleluia! Again, we 
can't thank you enough for all your prayers and patience 
and support. At the time of this writing, we anticipate that Ed 
will begin the 1st or 2nd week of Sept. 

7) On our fall schedule... 

You'll notice that we're now observing a lunch hour so that 
our office hours are 8:30 - 12:00 and 1:00 - 4:30, M - F . 
Just a friendly FYI.. .since I'm working a lot of evenings 
(and weekends... ha!) I'll often extend my "lunch time" a 
bit to exercise and run errands. Lot's of planning has been 
happening for our fall Sunday school, confirmation classes, 
choir, worship teams, and Wednesday Night Live as we look 
forward to our SECOND FALL in our expanded education 
wing , so we hope you can join us and that you'll invite your 
friends!

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In many ways, this is my favorite time of year. I love 
almost everything about autumn (other than having 
to rake leaves in October). That certainly includes 
what happens in church in this wonderful phase of the 
calendar. 

Rally Day (on September 9th this year) is always a 
day of high energy for me, as Sunday school classes 
resume their full fall schedules. This year, it means 
that in the class that I teach on Sunday mornings, 
we'll be back to our week-by-week study of "Here We 
Stand: What Lutherans Believe and Why. " 

Although I began this course several months ago 
- and continued on several summer Sundays with 
variations on the theme - we'll be getting back to 
our original project of exploring very systematically 
some of the documents that are vital in proclaiming 
the Christian faith through Lutheran lenses. We 
are currently a little less than halfway through the 
Augsburg Confession, a very significant statement of 
Lutheran positions written in 1530, when it was hoped 
that reconciliation with the entire Catholic Church 
would be possible. 

We are looking closely, paragraph by paragraph, at 
what this confession says about key items of Christian 
faith and life. Following that, we'll probe Martin 
Luther's Small Catechism, with profuse sprinklings 
from his Large Catechism as well. 

Over the years, many people who were confirmed as 
Lutherans "once upon a time" have told me that they 
wish that they could re-take those classes now that 
they are adults. That's what we are doing in this class. 

Another very important objective is to become more 
confident in articulating the Christian faith. It helps 
when we know what we believe - and why. This class 
in "Here We Stand" should help us to understand 
that much more fully. 

We live in an age in which there is often great 
confusion about beliefs. It is also a time that tends to 



undervalue the importance of beliefs. Therefore, it is 
a day when it is particularly important to understand 
and to be able to express our faith. As Pastor Peter 
Marshall once put it, "You have to stand for something, 
lest you fall for anything." That is one of the important 
reasons for "Here We Stand." 

One of the very significant resources that we have 
in sharpening and articulating our own faith is the 
knowledge of the way our Protestant ancestors 
have expressed their core Biblical convictions in 
the past. Again, this is what we are doing in this 
course, and, although we are looking primarily at key 
Lutheran teachings, we do touch on other important 
articulations of the faith as well. 

Another value of this class relates to the fact that quite 
a number of people who come to Faith Community 
have not been involved in a Lutheran church before. 
"Here We Stand" should make Lutheran theological 
and Biblical roots more understandable. 

In many of the courses that I teach here, I know 
in advance just how many sessions the series will 
involve. But as we explore where we stand, I keep 
things open-ended, taking as much (or as little) time 
as needed to probe various key points of the faith. 
Often there are spontaneous discussions and the 
raising of questions about a particular topic. That, 
to me, is a cue to slow down and to be sure that we 
cover the matter in sufficient depth. 

If you haven't attended one of these classes before, 
let me suggest that Sunday, September 9, would be 
a particularly good time to give it a try. We're still 
far closer to the beginning of this course than to 
its conclusion. We'd love to have you join us as we 
explore where we stand.

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LIBRARY 

Reader recommended: 

The Parallel Stories of Joseph and 

JeSUS by Grady Laxson 

Parallel Stories weaves a story of how Joseph 
portrays Jesus with a fictional ac-count of a recently 
drowned man searching for the Bread of Heaven in 
order to get back to his body. The search and the 
parallels are fascinating. 

C.H. travels back to Canaan to Jacob's tents 
and sees Joseph telling his brothers his dreams; then 
jumps ahead to Egypt to Pharaoh's court for the next 
22 or so years, where he observes the events recorded 
in Genesis. Throughout C.H. has an angel, "Helper", 
who often quotes scripture to explain events and God's 
point of view whenever C.H. remembers to pray for 
help. 

Everywhere stories emerge which point to 
Jesus. Laxson writes, "The story of Jesus cast a 
shadow back in time. The shadow came first, before 
that which cast it." I was amazed by how many points 
of congruency there are between the stories. 

Joseph foreshadows Jesus; he also par- 
enthetically foreshadows John the Baptist. Joseph 
is the only person in the Bible whose faults are not 
described. Jesus and John are the only two born with 
the Holy Spirit al-ready within them. Joseph does 
a brief cameo for John when the adulterous wife of 
Potiphar gets him thrown in jail just as the adulterous 
wife of Herod has John jailed. 

I had never thought before of the im-portance 
of the occupations of Pharaoh's two servants 
imprisoned with Joseph. How-ever, in reading I 
realized it foreshadows the Lord's Supper. The baker, 
the bread, the body -- dies. The cupbearer, the wine, 
the Spirit -- lives. 

Other parallels include: The meaning of the 
name that Pharaoh gives to Joseph perfectly fits both 
Joseph and Jesus. And Joseph is his brothers' savior, 
he provides bread so they may live; Jesus is our 
Savior, He provides us Bread so we may live. Both 
free, without cost. 

Tying in the fictional story of C.H. with the Bible 
[mostly Genesis, Isaiah, the Gospels & Revelation], 
Laxson writes a very readable story with many points 
for thought and reflection. I highly recommend the 
book. -- Linda Lerum.

Librarian Circuit Riders?!? 

This one surprised me. It was never discussed 
in my library history courses! But, after our reading 
program featuring the circuit riders of early American 
church his-tory, I chuckled when I found Down 
Cut Shin Creek: The Pack Horse Librarians Of 
Kentucky, by Kathi Appelt, on a list for junior readers. 

Written by a noted children's book author, this 
thoroughly researched book illustrated with period 
photos will provide adults with an informative half- 
hour, espec-ially anyone aware of the Cumberland 
mountains populated with isolated homes of 
independent people struggling on the brink of 
starvation during the Great Depression. 

The Pack Horse Library Project was one of 
the WPA's most innovative programs. It created a 
desire for reading and learning in all who participated, 
operated in a difficult terrain under tremendous social 
pressures making usable reading materials from 
ragged, unwanted donations. 

The librarians - young, determined, earning 
just $28 per month -- rode 18-mile circuits four days a 
week, taking a different route each day for two weeks; 
then repeat-ing the schedule. The book woman rode in 
freezing rain, snow, heat, alone over rocky hillsides or 
rushing creeks. She was just an ordinary woman, just 
doing what she could to make life a little better for her 
family. Take a time to read about her and about this 
little period of our history. -- Lois Ward. 
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, Outstanding Congregational Library — CSLA honors a church or synagogue library 
which has responded in creative and innovative ways to the library's mission of reaching 
and serving members of the congregation and/or wider community. The Outstanding 
Congregational Library award was first given in 1975.

materials; have resources other than books; serve all branches of the sponsoring church or synagogue; evidence 
growth and development in size and use. 

2007 Award Winner: 

Nominated by Nanette Goings, Director of Christian Education, the Faith Community Lutheran Library of 

Longmont, Colorado, not only has an active, "amazing" collection of books, DVDs, and videos, it has become 
a "welcoming, state-of-the-art hub" of the church, bringing the congregation together and getting the members 
involved in their community. 

Expansion and enhancement of Faith Community Lutheran's Library became possible when a new sanctuary and 
educational facilities were constructed, allowing growth in the collection from 816 items in 2003 to 2,754 items in 



Volunteers participate in all phases of the library's operations, from selection, processing, cataloging (Concourse 
Book System) and shelving, through circulation. Materials in the library serve as resources for Christian education, 
Bible study, small group and special needs ministries, and outreach programs. They are also used by the pastors for 
reference and research. 

During Summer 2006, library reading program participants earned "miles" of credit for delivering books to a 
Katrina-flooded Lutheran Sunday School in New Orleans. One of the letters supporting this nomination was written 
by a fourth-grade boy who described Faith Community's Librarian as "the everlastingly, little kid caring, and ever so 
kind Lois Ward."
